The know-nothing Bush administration makes one more attack 
the arts. What you can and why you should it. 


TUCKED INSIDE PRESIDENT 
BUDGET WHICH, AMONG ITS 


many inadequacies, compounds the essen- 
tial dishonesty his war Iraq grossly 
understating the costs of that fiasco, as 
well as of the war in Afghanistan — are a 
series of proposals that would shamefully 
cut funding for the arts. 

Those Bush cuts would cancel out this 
past year’s congressionally sponsored 
gains in federal arts funding, which, 
though long overdue, are still woefully 
inadequate. 

Also included in Bush's budget, 

almost for good measure and for the 
eighth year row, attempted 
assault public broadcasting, em- 

target right scorn 
for nything that doesn’t cater to lowest- 
common-denominator culture. 

Taken as a whole, these measures 
reveal a conservative penchant for stupid- 
ity. A stupid public is a compliant popu- 
lace. And compliant voters trend right 
wing. Let them watch O’Reilly and listen 
Limbaugh. triangulation, Repub- 
lican style. 

The goal of wing-nut Republicans, 
and more than a few conservative Demo- 
crats, abolish all federal support for 
National Public Radio and public televi- 
sion. But federal support for powerhouse 
public broadcasters such WBUR and 
bridges the gap between solid and 
subsistent programming. For smaller 
outlets in rural or less affluent commu- 
nities, government support the differ- 
ence between hand-to-mouth survival 
and oblivion. 

Thanks to the leadership of Massachu- 
setts congressman Edward Markey, odds 
are that this attack on smart programming 
will defeated. Still, the long-term threat 
will not evaporate. reactionary forces 
have demonstrated anything in recent 
years, it is that they will not be deterred by 
defeat. Persistence pursuit bad ideas 
is their perverse virtue. 

In addition to “zeroing out” public 
broadcasting, Bush wants to cut fund 
ing for the National Endowment for the 
Arts and the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. Of the major arts allocations 
in his budget, only the Office of Museum 
Services, which includes the Washing- 
ton-based Smithsonian, receives a modest 
bump for needed structural repairs. 

Still, nothing exemplifies the right 
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wing's embrace of public ignorance more 
than its opposition funding arts educa- 
tion the schools. This position beyond 
primitive. Even cave dwellers probably 
delighted the animal figures they paint- 
ed on their walls; not Bush, who has once 
again denied funding for school-based arts 
programs. 

So ingrained is Bush and the right 
suspicion culture and the arts 
that they ignore the very real and positive 
contribution the nonprofit arts communi- 
ty (in other words, not Hollywood and not 
Broadway) makes to the national economy. 

It may not sound like much, but 
more than one percent of the American 
workforce supported nonprofit arts 
groups. That means more people make 
their living from the arts than from ac- 
countancy and law. The field of arts em- 
ploys more people than the nation’s police 
forces, farms, and fisheries. Arts workers 


programmers, postal 

workers, and firefight- 
ers. When viewed 
the proper context, the 
number arts workers 
staggering. 

Undeniable too is 
the economic impact 
the nonprofit arts 
sector. Total spending 
exceeds $53 billion 
organizations and $80 
billion by audiences. 
The tax revenues they 
generate exceed $10 
billion for the federal 
government, $7.3 bil- 
lion for states, and $6.6 
billion for cities and 
towns. This impact is 
even more pronounced 
in Boston. In 2002, the 
city's so-called creative 
industry — its seventh 
largest industry— add- 
ed $10.7 billion to 
total economic 
output, and $12.7 bil- 
lion the greater 
metro area. 

The Bush administra- 
tion’s assault the arts 
is not only barbaric; it is 
undeniably short-sight- 
ed. Put aside the argu- 
ments for well-educat- 
and well-informed 
public, and the fact remains that the 
arts are engine economic growth. 
Bush does not seem comprehend this. 
Democratic presidential contenders Barrack 
Obama and Hillary Clinton do, and have 
arts proposals match. Republican front- 
runner John McCain does not, proving 
shares with Bush more than penchant for 
endless war. (Curiously, the Darwin-deny- 
ing Mike Huckabee quite strong the 
role that the arts should play education.) 

“Study the science of art,” Leonardo da 
Vinci advised. “Study the art of science. 
Develop your senses — especially learn how 
to see. Realize that everything connects to 
everything else.”

In his starring role as David Rice in director Doug (The Bourne Identity) Liman’s latest 
film, Jumper, actor Hayden Christensen is gifted with the power to “jump”— that is, 
to teleport himself, instantly, to any place on the globe. This past month, Liman and 
Christensen traveled to MIT via more traditional means to promote the 2oth Century 
Fox release (see review in Arts, on page 7). Sure, they flew from LA in less than five 
hours, but could they have blinked themselves across the country even faster? 

Not any time soon, according to MIT physicists Dr. Max Tegmark and Dr. 
Edward Farhi, who were on hand to discuss the scientific realities of teleporta- 

tion, following 15 minutes of clips from Liman’s sci-fi 
action/adventure. 

The students, who waited in line for hours for the 
film's first sneak peek, were vocal in their appreciation 
of the footage. In fact, the scene inside the massive lec- 
ture hall was more like what one would expect to find on 
MTV's TRL than at MIT. A breathless girl, one of the select 
few who got to pose a question, asked Christensen if he 
was single — “for a friend,” naturally. 

It wasn’t all hyperventilation, though. Another student, segueing from a 
measured speaking voice to a spot-on parody of the quintessential nerd, inquired 
if Christensen had expected a pack of short-sleeved, pen-protector-wearing poin- 
dexters to turn out. 

“I guess | wasn’t expecting such a lively group,” he replied, smiling as Dr. Farhi 
led a PowerPoint presentation featuring the actor in a variety of action-pose publicity 
stills to make his light-hearted case for science-fact versus the film’s science- 
fiction.

candidates have to undergo is that it gives 
voters an extended view of their manage- 
rial ability. After all, this line of thinking 
goes, if a candidate can’t organize a na- 
tional campaign, he or she can’t run the 
federal government. 

If that’s true, there are four emerging 
reasons why voters may want take 
second look at Hillary Clinton. So far, ina 
number of key areas, her campaign is fall- 
ing short and she solve the prob- 
lem simply changing campaign manag- 
ers, as she did earlier this week. 

This isn’t to say Clinton won't even- 
tually win the 
nomination, or that 
many her prob- 
lems don’t stem 
from the fact that 
she’s up against 
an extraordinary 
candidate in 
Barack Obama. 

But lot her dif- 
ficulties have been 
self-made. That’s not 

only troubling; it’s one reason 

she has begun lose her grip even 
“the establishment” the party. And 
that means her once impregnable stran- 
the party’s superdelegates 
who may well decide the Democratic race 
if the two front-runners remain virtually 
tied — is in serious jeopardy. 

Take first weakness: her per- 
formance in caucus states. In primaries, 
Clinton has more than held her own (that 
is, up until this week, when she lost three 
Tuesday night), and these were the 
only contests that determined the nomina- 
tion, she might be on her way to victory, 
albeit narrowly. Yet in domestic caucuses 
(exclusive of those for US territories), where 
everyone has vote publicly the same 
time and turnout is smaller, she has gone 
an astounding two for 12, losing many 
states, such as Minnesota, Washington, 
and Colorado, by a nearly 2-1 margin. 
There’s no excuse for this. A caucus is a 
simple test of organization and planning. 
your homework, you should pass. 

The Clinton campaign either never 
planned for the caucuses, was over- 
confident it thought Hillary would win 
them simply by showing up. Whatever 
the reason, it doesn’t say much about her 
political leadership. If this strategic negli- 
gence continues, could completely derail 
her efforts — particularly in Texas, which 
holds both caucus and primary March 
4. (Oddly, around one-third of Texas’s del- 


egates are awarded based the caucus 
results, with the rest coming from the pri- 


mary that takes place earlier the day.) 
Then there’s the role of Bill Clinton. In 


January, a New York Times/CBS poll showed 
that 39 percent of voters were more likely 


(versus percent less likely) support 
Clinton than Obama because Bill’s 
involvement with the campaign. (The rest 
had no opinion.) By early February, that 
same poll broke down percent 


similar question. 


In other words, Bill went from being a 
big plus to a statistical neutral. Far more 
important, he made it almost impossible 
for his wife’s campaign negative 


against Obama. Yes, it is understood 


that, like not, attacks are part 
presidential politics — particularly when 
the race narrows to two candidates. 
But Bill went over the top his 
assaults on Obama, injecting the 
element of race, that he under- 
mined any future attacks Hillary 
herself might m ke against her 
opponent. Obama now wears 
a temporary coat of Teflon, it’s 
because the Clintons put it on him. 
third reason Clinton suf- 
fering because her 


finances were mishan- 
dled — again, hardly 
a mark of presidential 
leadership. may never 
know how much cash was flushed 
down the drain in lowa, or how other ; 
resources were squandered, but was 
considerable. To win a national cam- ' 
paign, you need to husband 
your resources and budget 
for the long haul just 
in case. Clinton obvi- 
ously never did. Her 
campaign now limp- 
ing into key post-Super Tuesday con- 
tests with a financial disadvantage, and 
she’s begging Obama debate her virtu- 
ally every week to give her free air time (a 
request he will undoubtedly deny). 

Finally, the Clinton campaign underes- 
timated the animus in the country against 
a female candidate — surprising since her 
gender her calling card. Yes, Obama 
going carry the South overwhelmingly 


because his hold the African-American 
vote. But what’s been ignored is that, in 
many states in this region, he’s also doing 
well with the white community. That’s, in 
part, tribute his vote-getting 
but undoubtedly also due the pro- 
found and entrenched sexism the South. 
Although pockets of that region still wave 
Confederate flags, animosity female 
presidential candidate is, the whole, 
one. Had Hillary realized her chances car- 
rying most Southern states (Florida doesn’t 
count) were virtually zero, she might have 
run a very different type of campaign. 
Clinton, of course, may still win. If she 
prevails in Ohio, Texas, and Pennsylvania, 
it’s hard to believe Democrats will nomi- 
nate candidate who failed carry single 
large state other than his own (Illinois). 
But both Obama and Clinton came 
into this campaign with huge question 
marks about their leadership and execu- 
tive potential. So far, Obama has more 
than assuaged the doubts about himself. 
Clinton has only exacerbated them. ©

WHISPERS AND WHACK 

Even discussing the possibility someone 
harming Obama feels wrong for several rea- 
sons.

Worst of all, though, is the fear that

and Obama enthusiast, tells the Phoenix. 

But giving the subject the silent treat- 
ment make away. The fact 
that, for two distinct reasons — Obama’s 
race, and the perception that he’s heir 
the Kennedy legacy number people are 
worried about his ability stay out 
way during and after the campaign.

In addition, her stories ran in an outlet 
that’s generally considered liberal-leaning 
rather than conservative-leaning. And the 
subjects who discussed their anxiety were 
black women rather than white men. 

Change any one these attributes, and 
the overall feel the stories would prob- 
ably change, well. Imagine, for exam- 
ple, how the same coverage would have 
been received had been reported 
Fox News. Then compare Seelye’s coverage 
with the zealously conservative Washington 
Times’ January 7 story on Obama's newly 
augmented Secret Service protection. That 
piece also dealt with something concrete 
but given the Times’ right-wing pedigree, 
left this reader wondering the paper had 
ulterior motive. tangibility alone 
may not be enough. 

What’s more, the ability 
answer the million-dollar question 
whether people’s fears for safety 


are affecting the presidential race 
already sharply circumscribed. theory, 
the best way this would ask the 
widest possible range people such fears 
were influencing their thinking. But 
sober, analytical discussion the subject 
feels ethically dubious, plopping into 
heads random survey would 
seem downright dangerous. And with good 
reason: between its possible effect the 
presidential race and the prospect, how- 
ever unlikely, helping bring about the 
scenario question, would the most 
malignant push-poll imaginable. 


GOING FORWARD 
Devoting entire story this subject may 
itself seem excessive. But the topic already 
out there in the cultural ether, humming 
away faintly but continually. There’s least 
one case editor balking defensible 
treatment of it: on January 19, the Washington 
Post didn’t run the comic strip Candorville, 
which suggested Obama should protect 
himself tapping illegal alien his 
vice-presidential candidate. (About 70 other 
papers did print that day’s strip; see “Letter 
from Candorville,” page 12.) In contrast, some 
more dubious examples attracted the 
editorial scrutiny they should have, such 
Huffington Post blogger Joseph Palermo’s Janu- 
ary item warning Obama might targeted 
by surrogates of Halliburton, Blackwater, or 
some other company currently profiting from 
the Iraq war. Coverage Prize winner 
Doris prediction that Obama would 
assassinated elected another example. 
Perhaps, barring some significant new 
development, it’s time for the press con- 
sider self-imposed moratorium the sub- 
ject. (This may seem hypocritical, given this 
column, but when urging the media 
drop any problematic theme 
authenticity, Clinton’s weepiness, etc. — 
necessary describe the theme ques- 
tion.) After all, know why people worry 
about Obama. also know that steps have 
been taken protect him and that, after 
considering the risks, the candidate and his 
family have decided proceed. For now, 
that’s probably enough.

This parody of john McCain (look up john.He.!s 
on YouTube) is as hilarious as the “Yes We 
Can” video on which it’s based is moving. To 
the same music as Will.i.am's ode to Obama, 

a bunch of hip young musicians solemnly 
overlay their voices onto the war hero's spoken 
words, though they slowly begin to freak as 
they realize what he's saying: 100 years in Iraq 
“ts fine with me”; hey, we could be there “for 
1000 years or for 10,000 years.” (Also classic 

is the Beach Boys “Barbara Ann” moment 
accompanying clips of McCain joking that we 
should “Bomb, bomb Iran.”) For those moder- 
ates, indies, and even libs who are considering 
voting for the likeable maverick, this video 

is the perfect antidote. And for Clinton or 
Obama, it’s the most persuasive anti-McCain 
ad they could dream of. 


he roughly 205,000 campaign ads 
that have run on American TV so 
far this primary season have un- 
doubtedly played major electoral 
role even it’s only filling the 
airwaves with $177 million worth of vitriol 
and blather designed obscure the real 
issues. As Al Gore wrote in The Assault on 
Reason, you can even lay some of the blame 
for the Iraq War the feet the almighty 
campaign spot: many senators blew off 
scheduled debates over whether to invade 
because they “were fundraising events 
they now feel compelled attend almost con- 
stantly order collect money much 
from special interests buy 30-second 
commercials for the next re-election 
campaign.” 

Which is another way of saying that 
politicians, like Larry the Cable Guy or Ryan 
Seacrest, work for television. And that auto- 
puts all sorts limits what 
they can and cannot say or be. We may 
never know exactly whose doing what, 
for or against whom, at how many mil- 
lions per punch. But can pretty sure 
that the surviving candidates will closely 
watching the best spots. 
the meantime, there are few basic com- 
mercial principles that all the pols should 
cling to as they barrel toward Ohio, Texas, 
Pennsylvania, and beyond. Such as: 


ADS BUY YOU LOVE 
some extent, the 2008 campaign has 
buried Teddy White’s old axiom that the 
modern presidency can sold like 
soap flakes. Take, for example, the 100 
percent ad-built 
Mitt Romney, 
who spent 
least $30 million 
through Super 
Tuesday tele- 
vision advertis- 
ing, only flop 
like the Arch 
Deluxe. Or, 
worse yet, the 
televisually hapless Rudy Giuliani, who 
spent $60 million his entire campaign 
and won only one delegate. survivors 
John McCain and Mike Huckabee both got 
by, at least for a time, on shoe leather and 
rolling victory the thinnest 
dimes out there. 

Then again, ads can’t buy you love, 
they can least buy the forbearance 
“free media” talking heads you 
spend a lot of money, they treat you 
seriously. Barack Obama, who swept 
all this past week’s contests, spent 
more on television, $31 million, than 
any other presidential hopeful through 
February 5, while Hillary Clinton clocked 
in third, behind Romney, at $24.6 mil- 
lion, according the TNS Intelligence/ 
Campaign Media Analysis Croup. John 
Edwards’s media coverage dried 
long before lowa because 
couldn’t compete against two 
top-drawer media accounts. 
Folks who work for never 
bite the hand big adver- 
tiser. Like, never. 


HUMOR DOESN’T 
SLEEP WAITS 
Huckabee’s household-name 
the Huck-and-Chuck spots. Be- 
fore TV star Chuck Norris came 
on board, it was obvious that the 
former Arkansas governor was 
amiable, clear-spoken, and actu- 
ally pretty funny. But he didn’t 
pop out and win lowa 
until — as his rivals were com- 
peting over how many Mexicans 
introduced “An important pol- 
icy message from Governor Mike 
Huckabee.” 

“My plan secure the bor- 
der?” Huckabee asks the camera. 
“Two words: Chuck Norris.” To 

the sound of a rattlesnake’s rattle, 
Chuck bears witness to Huck’s, if 
pardon Spanish, machismo: 
“Mike lifelong hunter who 
will protect our Second Amendment 
rights.” Huck: “When Chuck Norris does 
push-up, lifting himself up, he’s 
pushing the Earth down.” Borrowing just 
few lines from the humor/tribute site 


chucknorrisfacts.com, Huckabee defused 
the anti-immigrant game chicken 
while making the new “Chuck 
approved” Huckabee seem tough enough 
for bullet-eating Republicans. 

It’s curious that, other than those early, 
little-aired Bill Richardson spots that riffed 
his accomplishment-rich résumé (in the 
ads, bored recruiter abruptly dismisses 
the New Mexico governor overqualified 
for the job), Democrat has tried being 
funny. might have helped Edwards 
especially his ads were fine, full 
meaningful policy positions his entire 
campaign, but just think what Geico could 
have done with 
ads about the 
costs of cor- 
porate greed. 
Edwards cam- 
paign adviser 
Joe Trippi once 
e-mailed Bill 
Hillsman — 
the guy whose 
high-comedy 
commercials brought Minnesotans Paul 
Wellstone and Jesse Ventura into office — 
try his hand some Edwards spots. But 
the former North Carolina senator ulti- 
mately decided that Methodists like him 
don’t shtick. 


THE RACE LONGER 

THE SWIFT BOATS 

frequently lobbed attack ads were 
dutifully traditional. strains ominous 
music, voice-over would raise rival’s 
name only insinuating question:

Still, the Huckster got to denounce 
nasty advertising while the same time 
sneaking his nasty advertising. And 
the fact remains, however hypocritical it 
may seem, that serial-attacker Romney 
out and Huckabee still in, and still 
winning states. Tuere has been much 
talk about misleading ads this year 
“The dump truck backing up,” Obama 
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joked New Hampshire rally, “Beep, 
beep, beep” that going negative has 
real downside. 

Nothing underscores this better than 
Bill Clinton’s turn Br’er Rabbit South 
Carolina. Amid the furor over his race- 
tinged remarks, Hillary ran radio spot 
Obama which twisted his comment 
about Reagan creating “party ideas” 
mean that Obama supported those ideas; 
she pulled the spot when radioed back 
that “Hillary Clinton will say anything 
get elected.” She hasn’t attacked him 
directly her advertising since. 


TRYING MAKE FOLKS AFRAID 
Most Giuliani’s ads opened closed 
with grim-faced Rudy dark room, 
his white phiz thrown into stark relief. 
Maybe his ad- 
makers (led 
Scott Howell 
swift boat 
and “Harold, 
call me” fame) 
thought this 
positioned him 
beacon 
light ina 
frightening, 
bleak But mostly just made him 
look like Count Chocula. one spot, Giu- 
liani rescues NYC from crime, depravity, 
and clinical depression, all without so 
much loosening his necktie. 

Clinton’s “Free Fall,” launched 
for Super Tuesday and used Maryland, 
Virginia, and DC, not fear-mongering 
nor spooky Tom Tancredo’s 
now-infamous spot which Mexican- 
border-crossing Islamo-fascist bombs 
shopping (As hear the explosion, 


these words of comfort flash on screen: 
“Tancredo . . . before it’s too late.”) But it’s 
in the ballpark. 

“Free Fall” opens with a guy in regular 
street clothes hurtling butt-first down 
toward Earth, as if he’d been thrown 
unconscious from plane. “Our economy 
could heading into free fall,” the nar- 
rator intones. “With your job and family 
security the balance, the stakes have 
never been higher choosing our next 
president.” 

But the last minute, the music bright- 
ens and the plummeting figure oddly, 
he’s now facing safely down toward the 
Earth and wearing snappy red sky-diving 
jumpsuit pulls his ripcord and dangles 
happily assured that Clinton “the 
person you can depend on to fix the econo- 
and protect our future.” 

Pairing this stomach-turning image 
reminiscent people jumping out the 
World Trade Center with the shaky econ- 
omy strangely sadistic: Clinton makes her 
viewers endure bottomless fear order 
to deliver her message. Besides, there’s the 
weirdness factor of two different guys in dif- 
ferent outfits falling, a real continuity snafu 
from the Clinton machine. Beyond the hint 
deception, what are supposed think 
about the ad’s Rove-like use fear? And 
what about that first guy does Clinton let 
him bite the dust, saving only the profes- 
sionally attired skydiver? Creepy. 


IT’S NOT EASY BEING BEIGE 
Usually, though, the dominant tone Clin- 
ton’s ads beige, and maybe for her that’s 
smart: says incumbent, establishment, 
white bread, substantial but not risky. Most 
ads surround her with people and return 
headshots her listing what’s she done 
will health care, the economy,

snore. In “Can Do,” the camera pans construc- 
tion workers, babies, and old folks, as she 
says, “We can turn our economy around. 
We’re Americans and together there’s 
no problem we

make our pro- 
found political 
problems sound 
not just solvable 
but amenable 
to crisp, technical, incremental activity. 
“Solutions” the corporate buzzword, the 
sticker slapped every high-tech com- 
pany and marketing gambit: Solutions, 
Energy Solutions, Debt Solutions Group, or 
American Solutions for Winning the Future, 
Newt Gingrich’s new “nonpartisan” 527. 


TOO COOL FOR PRESIDENT? 

doubt that Obama “solutions” 
kind guy himself. But terms 
bursts creativity, his has been the best 
campaign the primaries. Obama 
isn’t selling himself like soap flakes 
he’s more like Red Bull, or maybe a skate- 
boarding movie. 

His most effective spots are about 
crowds and movement. his biggest, 
baddest and don’t mean the glori- 
ous “Yes Can” video, independently 
produced Will.i.am the Black Eyed 
Peas Obama practically sets his axe 
fire.

The 

contrast with the benevolent mom who 

will pull your ripcord hand out presents 

like “universal pre-K” and “middle-class 

tax cuts,” as Clinton literally did in her 

Christmas spot, could not clearer.

photos. His rival notoriety and bestsell- 
erdom was Kitty Kelley, perfumed author 
of 1986's His Way: The Unauthorized Biography 

of Frank Sinatra (Mob ties, suicide attempts, 
scrambled eggs inhaled off a hooker’s 
breasts). Still, Goldman was one of a kind: 
professor English Columbia 10-dol- 
lar words, quotes from Chaucer and all — 
whose mind was in the gutter. 

The books were huge and tireless. The 
prose style was multi-valved, gusting from 
rock-crit hyperbole through debauched 
Mailer-ese to straight porno (“a group of 
girls would strip down their panties and 
wrestle while Elvis stared out his eyes with 
rocklike hard-on pressing against his 
underwear”); the dominant tone, however, 
was poncey, parodistic voice that seemed 
his own. “Diurnal acid dropping,” 
wrote in The Lives of John Lennon, “produces 
an effect rather like XTC, the ‘love drug.’ 
Hence, instead of mental pinwheels, the 
tripper feels himself bound in an affection- 
ate communion with everything he sees, 
like Titania embracing an ass.” 

And how he loathed his subjects. 
Goldman's Lennon, in addition to being 
a textbook case of Multiple Personality 
Disorder, suffered from “poor coordina- 
tion; jerky spastic movements” and 
perform simple acts like driv- 
ing operating domestic appliances.” 
Surprisingly for a world-famous musician, 
he couldn't even play the guitar, hacking 
out chords with “an iron-fingered rigidity 
that summons visions of Parkinson's dis- 
ease.” Coldman’s Elvis, meanwhile, was 
pharmacist’s pincushion, incapacitated 
and nearly insensate, “propped like 
a big fat woman in recovery from some 
operation on her reproductive organs.” 
Both men were galvanic sociopaths, per- 
verts, and despots, while simultaneously 
being as helpless as babes-in-arms. Bit of a 
paradox, that. Scarcely a fact underwrote 
these claims, and no one had authorized 
Goldman to make them: in this new sci- 
ence of character extermination, he had 
the devil's own authority. 


GOLDMAN, THOU SHOULDST 

LIVING THIS HOUR 

There is, of course, a contrarian case to 
be made (and it has been) for Albert 
Goldman — as iconoclast, as hustler. He 
was creative, or at least inventive. 

In a disgusting way, he was even 
rather punk rock. And reading the unau- 
thorized literature on, say, Madonna, 
or Sting, or Mick Jagger, we are startled 
to find that we miss him. So there are 
“sexual marathons” in these books, and 
“ruthless ambition.” So Jagger once lay 
back on Moroccan cushions and “drew 
deep breaths of pure Thai opium,” and 
Sean Penn tied Madonna to a chair — big 
deal. Mere pieties the genre. miss 
the dirty fabulist flavor of Coldman: the 
stink his obsessions; his quack diag- 
nostics; the prose that goes beyond purple 
and into bruise-like shades of morbid 
excess. We miss (as Champ Kind says to 
Ron Burgundy in Anchorman) his musk. 

True, he had freedoms that are denied 
many unauthorized biographer. 

His victims were already dead, number 
one, which made them unlikely litigants. 
And they were both of them, Elvis and 
Lennon, vast repositories of mass-cultural 
psychic energy, such that almost any- 
thing could be said about them and be, at 
some level, true. (Ish.) Still, no one in the 
field rock biography has even tried 
pick his torch. lies there, 
toxic torch, fuming with neglect. 
fact, let me suggest that the only docu- 
ment produced since his death that 
might deemed worthy him not 
book but album: Utero,

What might Goldman have done, what 
sport might he have had, with a biogra- 
phy of Axl Rose? Mick Wall, as described 
above, has a special warrant to write this 
book. And W.A.R. also boasts two further 
hallmarks of classic unauthorizedness: no 
index (too cheap) and lyrics (couldn’t 
get permission). Nonetheless, despite 
these emblems, and despite his robust 
style and knack for characterization (Rose 
is described as having “definitely some- 
thing of the mistreated dog about him, 
avoiding eye contact, glancing at you wari- 
ly when he thought you weren't looking”), 
Wall fails to close in, so to speak, for the 
bloody unauthorized kill. 


LIMBO DANCING 


We can be sure that Goldman would nave 
made more, for example, of Axl’s epic de- 
cline from saucy rock-and-rollerdom into 
New Age hypochondria — his decay, as it 
were, into health. Here’s Wall on why CNR 
were always two hours late for their frig- 
ging concerts: “Preparations would begin 
the late afternoon, when spend 
hour on mainly cardiovascular exercises — 
would follow this with extensive mas- 
sage from tour masseuse Sabrina Okamo- 
to. After taking shower and grabbing 
light meal often specially prepared sal- 
fresh vegetables, fruit, nuts, grains,

And then 
the long-distance call the past-life re- 
gression therapist Suzzy London; and then 
the binding the ankles “to help prevent 
him twisting them onstage”; and then 
another 45-minute session with Okamoto, 
focusing this time the lower back.

Sushi-Teq 


Perfect sushi, imperfect concept 


TAKE FLIGHT The sashimi flight far out. 


starts with really mediocre 

idea pairing sushi with tequila and 
music and drops into glass cube 
with two-wall color organ. It’s like being 
inside Japanese cartoon. The salsa music 
pretty good, and the tequila selection 
impressive, too, But salsa and tequila don’t 
Teally with each other (Mexico versus 
Cuba and Puerto Rico), and neither goes 
with sushi. Thankfully, this strange concept 
saved consulting-sushi-chef Toru Oga 
and some the best sashimi and sushi I’ve 
tasted Boston. 

You might think that tequila, fairly 
basic spirit, would work with sushi does 
sake, rice wine that also smells more like 
alcohol than anything else.

Spicy cooked salmon and single 
leaf cilantro top off. Right away could 
identify really proper sushi rice, with bit 
seasoned vinegar pick the fish taste.

some other new tricks. Salmon sashimi ($8) 
was cut show kind cross grain, tech- 
nique seen two three times Boston 
over the years.

The sashimi flight (varies; recently $25) 
was even farther out. had the most beautiful 
fish the night, Japanese silver shad, which 
midnight blue with pattern black dots.

for the eyes. On the other hand, a couple 
pieces madai (Japanese snapper) with bit 
scaled skin were among the best raw fish 
I've ever had. Dark tuna— alas, the mercury — 
was the real thing; dotted with mustard and 
almost meatier than raw steak, it dissolved in 
the mouth. Fatty tuna, served over 
ice, had the opposite effect: all rich flavor with 
a chewier texture. Pen shell, sliced thin as scal- 
lops but with more crumbly texture, and in- 
terspersed with slices lime, was delightful. 
Salmon was again beautifully cut, and dotted 
with pesto. Two pieces Japanese amberjack 
were almost as rich as tuna.

jalapeno pepper under the skin each piece. 
The inside flavors are large salmon roe and 
some vegetables, but the outside almost 
like ceviche. This one that was probably in- 
tended and does well with tequila. 

Some simpler rolls were very good, espe- 
cially negihama ($6), yellowtail chopped with 
scallions. Salmon avocado rolls ($6) were deli- 
cious, but rolled up sea-urchin roe ($12) tended 
lose the flavors. recommend you 
have this sashimi instead. Plain asparagus 
and avocado ($5) is a swell choice for vegans. 

There are a few wines, a few beers — 
which make more sense with sushi — anda 
few sakes. Naturally, also long list 
of tequilas of various levels, from $9 to $130 
and seven three-shot “flights.” 
sample the flavor combination, I ordered a 
Milagro sampler ($16), which had the basic, 
slightly aged (reposado), and barrel-aged ver- 
sions from that maker. They were certainly 
the same family, with slight variations 
of smoothness, but none of them did much 
more for the sushi than cleanse the palate. 
It’s not bad combination, like red wine 
bringing out the fishiness in some fish, 
but there’s synergy. its own merits, 
liked the “Papito” ($11), cocktail tequila, 
ginger beer, and pineapple juice. Tea ($3) 
high-quality Japanese green. There coffee, 
but decaf ($4) had brought over from 
Miel across the lobby. 

Service quite good, even 
sushi-bar standards, because the room only 
seats about 25. The atmosphere varies for the 
same reason. The serious sushi crowd didn’t 
seem know anything about it, but does fill 
with hotel guests and young people from 
Seaport companies by about 7:30.

BOSTON COMMON + KENDALL SQUARE 


All genres tend to turn on themselves, be- 
coming self-reflective, not self-parodic. 
This has happened with George Romero’s 
fifth entry into his “Dead” franchise, which 
doesn’t turn the camera on its subject so 
much as on those who record and watch it. 
Since its first incarnation with Night of the 
Living Dead, Romero’s premise flesh-eating 
zombies preying the living has spawned 
imitators and provided meta- 
phor uncannily apt for every cultural twist 
and turn the last four decades. Such 
the case with Diary of the Dead. Romero has 
not grown narcissistic solipsistic; Ameri- 
society hac 

So, ai else is new? At their best, 
Romero’s films don't articulate new in- 
sights — they embody what everyone 
pretty much suspects to be the truth in 
black-comic, flesh-and-blood images and 
conceits. his worst (or when his typi- 
cally threadbare budgets support nothing 
more), he’ll talk his ideas to death with 
pedantic, pseudo-profound bouts of banal 
dialogue. It’s the difference between Night 
and Duy of the Dead (198s). 

In short, irony gives way to opacity, as 
in a student film that’s trying too hard to 
be profound. Which might well be inten- 
tional, since that’s what Diary purports to 
be. Jason (Josh Close) is shooting a mummy 


movie for his undergraduate filmmakir 


course somewhere in the woods of Pennsyl 
vania, perhaps not far from the Burkitts 
ville (Maryland) wilderness the Blair 
Witch. In the middle of a botched scene, 
someone inevitably says, “Check out this 
thing on the news!” Said thing has long 
been familiar the movie world: chaotic 
report that the dead are rising to devour 
those still alive. 

The movie crew respond in different 
ways. Ridley (Philip Riccio), who's playing 
the mummy, hops into his Lexus with one 
the girls and heads back the family 
mansion party. Debra (Michelle Mor- 
gan), ex, joins with others hop- 
ing make their way home rickety 
Winnebago. Maxwell (Scott Wentworth), 
the washed-up film-studies prof, goes 
along for the ride, nipping his flask and 
emitting sour bons mots. does Jason, who 
resolves record the disaster and show 


the Internet, part because wants 
the “truth” survive apparent media 
cover-up, but mostly because he’s excited 
about the prospect getting 72,000 hits 
eight minutes.

“If it’s not on camera, then it’s like 
never happened, right?”, Debra repeat- 
edly whines to Jason. “We don’t stop and 
help, stop and look!” chimes someone 
else. Then there’s the ethical debate about 
killing the dead left over from previous epi- 
sodes. But the nature of truth and the me- 
dia dominates the discussion. As Maxwell 
notes the democratization video and 
the Internet, once there were only three 
networks and so only three sources of lies; 
now there are millions.

last Thursday (the first of five 
performances in a Celebrity Se- 
ries-sponsored visit), The Groove to Nobody's 
Business (2007), looked back half a century, 
the company’s earliest success. Blues Suite, 
which premiered Alvin first con- 
cert, in 1958, not only established the char- 
ismatic Ailey as a formidable choreographer 
but unwrapped a cluster of character types 
that have influenced the popular stage to 
this day. Neither the Ailey company nor The 
Groove’s choreographer, Camille Brown, 
acknowledged these roots. 

Like Blues Suite, The Groove sketches a 
bunch of characters, mostly strangers, who 
are temporarily thrown together pub- 
lic place. In Blues they gathered in a Down 
South saloon; in The Groove it’s a city street, 
a subway station, and a moving train. 

To two songs by Ray Charles and some 
instrumental background Brandon 
McClune, nine persons come and go, 
doing their own thing, getting one 
another’s way, showing off, claiming 
space, being sexy, being annoying, try- 
ing to hide. They all seem to be in some 
state exasperation, which they vent 
souped-up solos.

Kids are the focus of the DeCordova Muse- 
um’s “Presumed Innocence: Photographic 
Perspectives of Children,” a baggy sampler 
114 photos and one video from the past 
century. It includes iconic photos like 
Dorothea Lange’s Depression-era Migrant 
Mother, Nipomo, California (1936). The mom 
wrinkles her brow and brings her hand 

to her chin in worry. Two of her children 
lean against her shoulders. A grimy-faced 
baby sleeps her lap. They’re all rags. 
“She said they had been living on frozen 
vegetables from the surrounding fields, 
and birds that the children killed,” Lange 
later recalled. “She had just sold the tires 
from her car to buy food.” Lange photo- 
graphed the family for a government pro- 
gram, partly aiming drum sympa- 
thy for Americans — in this case migrant 
farm workers — rendered destitute by the 
Depression. And, boy, was she successful. 
The composition recalls traditional Ma- 
donna-and-child paintings, right down 

to the pyramidal arrangement of shapes, 
a subconscious symbol of the mom's 
strength the weight the world press- 
down upon her. 

Another classic is Alfred Eisenstaedt’s 
1963 Children at a Puppet Theater ll, which 
stares into the faces of three children 
the front crowd watching pup- 
pet show. They wear cute knit caps, 
sweaters, and shorts, like models from 
knitting magazine.

Demystifying the origins the blues has be- 
come cottage publishing industry.

Although the Mars Volta 
and Louis XIV are both California-born bands 


with international profiles, they’re differ- 
ent quests. Louis XIV are looking for hit; the 
Mars Volta are searching for nirvana. Both 
are credible causes. 

Slick Dogs and Ponies follows Louis XIV’s 
chest-thumping 2005 debut, The Best Little 
Secrets Are Kept, and one without compro- 
mising Hill’s backwards viewpoint. The title 
track, with its piano and strings geared to an 
urgent cello-driven beat, nods to the Beatles 
and to ELO, who also nodded to the Beatles. 
vocal style still smacks the breathy 
way glam-rock pioneer Marc Bolan put sex 
in T Rex, so his faithful cover of Rex's “Ride a 
White Swan” surprise. But the frippery 
strings and piano along with more intro- 
spective writing makes this gentler, less 
memorable album.

he connection between jazz and 
India is at least as old as John 
Coltrane’s composition named for 
that country. So it stands to reason 
that Rudresh Mahanthappa — a 
jazz musician, the Colorado-raised son of 
Indian immigrants would expected 
have the inside line on the Indo-jazz connec- 
tion. “A lot of people know that Indian music 
is improvised, and everyone knows that a 
good part jazz Mahan- 
thappa tells me over the phone. “So people 
seeing the color of my skin assumed that | 
must know ton about Indian music. People 
made that assumption when I was 18 or 19 
and that was something was running 
away from.” 

Mahanthappa, now 36, is one of the more 
celebrated young musicians of his genera- 
tion, critics’-poll winner and 
fellow with original compositional style 
rooted in jazz and, yes, Indian music, rich 
in rhythmic and melodic complexity, with 
aggressive attack alto saxophone. His 
fat tone and fearsome articulation give his 
improvisations Coltrane-like sweep and 
grandeur. It’s a trait he also shares with 
one his teachers from his days Berklee, 
George Garzone. Mahanthappa, who comes 
the Isabella Stewart Cardner Museum with 
his quartet February (as complement 
the current Indian-themed 
“Luxury for Export” exhibit), tells story 
familiar many first-generation children 
immigrants. It’s one musical and cultural 
crossover, and typically American. 

“If you look any elementary school 
most major cities now, you'll find at least one 
not few Indian kids,” points out. “But 
back when I was in school, there were hardly 
any Indian-Americans around.” His father 
was academic, high-energy theoreti- 
cal physicist (“a string-theory guy”) 
immigration to study at Harvard. By the 
time Rudresh was born, his family were part 
of the University of Colorado community in 
Boulder. don’t speak parents’ language, 
which I regret now, but I can also see that as a 
kid not speaking their language was kind 
way to rebel and be more American.

Although he had played 
funk and jazz bands, his epiphany came 
in 1994 when he visited India with a Berk- 
lee student ensemble and heard concert 
in Bangalore by the classical North Indian 
singer Parween Sultanta. “It was incred- 
ibly soulful, emotional but totally virtuosic 
and amazingly complex music. And she 
had some of the best rhythmic sense I’ve 
ever heard, period.” That’s when began 
dig into Indian music earnest. had 
needed to hear the music completely on my

To a jazz fan’s ear, though, the India in 
Mahanthappa’s own music may second- 
ary. By now, Indian music has been thor- 
oughly absorbed into jazz through Coltrane 
and others, and the raga-like spinning 
complex melodic and rhythmic patterns in 
“exotic” scales over droning static harmonies 
has become commonplace. But Mahanthap- 
work just much the vein latter- 
day composer-improvisers like Steve Coleman 
and Greg Osby (both whom he’s worked 
with), with their jumping, angular lines 
and odd-metered excursions, and the use 
drones mixed with chord-based patterns and 
free improvisation. Since 1996, he has been 
collaborating with the Indo-American pianist 
Vijay lyer (who will part the quartet 
at the Gardner), and their music is its own 
branch of the current avant-jazz style.

Chix may specialize covering songs from the classic- 
rock repertoire two cellos and drums, but they’re 
far from mere novelty act.
